‘We Missed Something’ in Examining Biko 


PRETORIA, Nov. 22 tAP).—A 
doctor “ho examined black ac- 
tivist Stephen Biko before his 
death in detention told an in- 
quest today that “it was quite 
obvious that we had missed some- 
thing.” 

Dr. Ivor Lang, the district sur- 
geon of Port Elizabeth, told the 
inquest under cross-examination 
for the second day that he was 
“absolutely shocked” to learn of 
Mr. Biko’s death on Sept. 12. 

In testimony yesterday, Dr. 
Lang admitted that a medical 
certificate he wrote Sept. 7 after 
examining Mr. Biko, in which he 
said that there was no evidence 
of abnormality or pathology. was 
“highly incorrect.” 

Dr. Lang conceded writing the 
certificate despite his finding 
that Mr. Biko had a swollen lip 
with a small cut, superficial chest 
bruises, swollen hands, feet and 
ankles, slurred speech and stag- 


gered walking. 

He died five days later from 
head injuries. 

. “Inexplicable’ 

Asked by Sydney Kentridge, 
representing the Biko family, to 
explain why he did not report the 
injuries, Dr. Lang sald, “I can- 
not explain it. It is inexplicable.” 

Dr, Lang also testifled that he 
saw no head injury. Mr, Kent- 
ridge then drew the doctor's at- 
tention to a photograph teken of 
Mr. Biko’s face after his death

Each of the movies in the fol- 
lowing, definitive list of the truly 
greatest American movies meets 
that test with one possible ex- 
ception, This is “Imitation of 
Life.” the original version of 
Fannie Hurst's novel starring 
Claudette Colbert, and without 
dispute the greatest weeper ever 
made.

OCHESTER, Minn. iNYT!.—In open- 

air cages on 8 farm αὖ the Mayo Clinic 
here, two black bears Lave gained mere 
than 1¢0 pounds each after feasting 
arcund-the-clock for several weeks prepar- 
ing to ga into a long winter sleep. 

The bears are about to be moved into 
dens where, from time to time, 2 team cf 
Mayo scientists will jain them for 
stretches lasting as long as 36 ours and 
in temperatures that drop to as low as 
minus 30 degrees Fahrenheit. The sclen- 
tists wil be drawing a series cf samples of 
bear blood, 

This will be the eighth winter that Dr. 
Raiph Nelson's team here has tried to un- 
lock one of nature's greatest secrets—how, 
even when amply supplied with fat, the 


* bear can sleep for up to five months, burn- 


ing 4,000 calories each day, and yet not 
ovce eat, drink, urinate or defecate. 

The scientists are seeking a hormone 
that they suspect controls the bear's winter 
sleep pattern. The discovery of such a 
hormone, they believe, might offer new 
ways to treat human diseases such as kid- 
ney daiture, sleep disorders, obesity and 
starvation. 

Already, data from the bear studies have 
led the scientists to devise a low-protein, 
low-fiid diet for patients with kidney 
failyre. Studies on patients without kid- 
neys at the Mayo Clinic have shown that 
such patients can go 10 days, instead of 
the usual three, before needing another 
treatment with an artificial kidney 
machine. 

The study team includes physicians, 
veterinarians, medical students anil techni- 
cians, In working with the bears, they 
brave uot only Minnesota's harsh winters 
but also the dangers involved in arousing 
and then sticking needles inte the 400- 
pound animals to inject radioactive sub- 
stances and to withdraw blood samples at 
scheduled intervals thereafter. 

By testing the bleod samples in 2 labo- 
ratory to follow the radicactive decay pat- 
tern, the scientists learn how the bear can 
use the stored foodstuffs—fats, proteins 
and sugers—so precisely that they do not 
need extra calortes during the period of 
hibernation from December to March. 

Although wild dears sleep up to five 
months in the winter, they are not true 
hibernators dike woodchucks, ground squir- 
rels and many reptiles. The bear's tem- 
perature drops by just 4 degrees, where- 
as that of true hibernators plummets more 
than 60 degrees. Unilke many small 
hibernators that .sleep so soundly they 
can be picked up and tossed at will, a bear 
in winter sleep will arise at the slightest 
noise, charge at a visitor and if suf- 


ficlently.concerned about the disturbance, 
even move its det,
